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Ulster Flu Battle Starting

KINGSTON - When the health de- 


partment starts lining up Ulster residents 
for flu shots in early August there will be 
90,000 sore arras in the county before the 
greatest mass inoculation in local history 
has ended in late November. 


That's the number Health 
Com- 


missioner Dr. Bartholomew J. Dutto 
hopes to reach in the county's swine flu 
program. Dr. Dutto said Monday that if 
60 per cent of Ulster's 160,000 population 
goes through the free clinics here, the 
vaccine program will have been suc- 
cessful. 


The plan is part of a nationwide effort 


to incoulate all Americans against a 
possible major outbreak of swine flu. 
Controversy has surrounded the program 
in spite of the fact that it has the backing 
of a blue-ribbon medical advisory com- 
mittee—including Jonas Salk and Albert 


Sabin of polio fame. But Dr. Dutto, who 
remembers the 1918-19 influenza pan- 
demic that killed 21.6 million people 
worldwide, supports the program. 


"We can't wait until an epidemic starts 


to begin inoculations," he said. "That's 
like waiting to put gas in the fire trucks 
until the fire has started." 


His department has already been work- 


ing for three weeks to get the program 
underway in the first week of August. 
Plans call for the first shots to be given 
to people in the "high-risk" group—those 
65 years of age and over and those under 
65 who have heart, lung, kidney or 
metabolic deaseases. 


They will be inoculated for both Amade 


available to hospitals and nursing homes. 


The first phase should be completed by 


the end of August and, beginning in 
September, swine flu shots alone will be. 
available to everyone Among those m 
this group will be thousands of Ulster 


children, the greatest group to be vac- 
Victoria and swine flu virus. Vaccine will 
cinated. A meeting is planned between 
Health Department and area school of- 
ficials June 23 to work out a schedule for 
parental permission slips and shots by 
school doctors and senior nurses. 


In the second phase, vaccine guns will 


also be put to work on thousands of Ulster 
adults who have never had flu shots. 
Major business firms with nurses on the 
premises will inoculate their own per- 
sonnel, but not the families of employes. 


No fee will be charged for administering 


the vaccine in the free public clinic 
program. Dr. Dutto said there could be a 
possible cost to the county of some $6,000 
for syringes, but that could be written out 
of the present budget, he said. The county 
will receive a five-cent-a-shot reimburse- 
ment allowance from the federal govern- 
ment. 


The only group not now included in the 


program are pre-schoolers. Some public 
health officials have said they would not 
recommend vaccination of these young- 
sters because of the possible danger of 
fever and convulsions. Dr. Dutto said a 
decision on pre-schollers is expected 
shortly from the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. 


He also said flu tends to recur in cycles. 


Medical authorities see evidence of a 
possible return to the U.S. of a form of the 
killer disease of World War I. Swine flu 
could hit this fall and winter and spread 
even more rapidly than it did a half a 
century ago because of our larger popu- 
lation and our tendency to congregate in 
greater crowds. 


Dr. Dutto said the inoculation program 


here should operate smoothly once a 
schedule for clinics has been set up and 
announced. Competent operators of vac- 
cine guns, he said, can handle between 
500 and 900 persons an hour. 


Can a Math Teacher Really Teach German? 
Schools Hit by Ruling on Tenure 


KINGSTON - Kingston School ad- 


ministrators and the local PTO 
President's Council cannot see any logic 
in filling physics positions with home 
economic teachers anymore than they 
condone replacing a certified German 
teacher with a certified math teacher. 


And, a recent New York State Court of 


Appeals decision, which forced school 
districts of the state to widen tenure 
regardless of certification, has given rise 
to protest here in Kingston. 


William Turcotte, 
associate 
super- 


intendent of schools, who handles per- 
sonnel, explained to PTO presidents 
Monday that under the court ruling, 
Kingston is having to reverse its narrow 
tenure policy and fill vacancies by select- 
ing those with the seniority on the tenure 
list, regardless of the subjects they are 
certified to teach. 


Prior to the decision, Kingston moved 


its teachers within tenure areas which 
included, kindergarten, grades one 
through six, seven through nine and 10 
through 12. Tenure areas were also estab- 
lished for music, library, special educa- 
tion, even defining tenure as to educable, 
trainable or resource special education. 


Now the court defines tenure areas as 


simply, elemtary, secondary and Board of 
Cooperative Educational Services. 


An attempt to reinforce the "Baer 


Decision" or destroy it, is now being 
fought in the courts by New York City 
guidance teachers who lost their jobs 


during the city's financial crisis. They 
claim that according to the Baer decision, 
the> are entitled, as tenured teachers, to 
other positions in the school system, now 
that the guidance posts have been wiped 
out 


Kingston had 10 vacancies to fill for the 


fall term and Turcotte. notified those 10 
teachers with the lowest seniority, that 
they would be reassigned to fill them. The 
teachers were allowed to choose which 
vacancies they preferred to fill, again 
based on seniority. Fortunately, A high 
school English teacher selected English 
teaching position in another school and 
acertified child study teacher took a child 
study m another school. But, other were 
not so fortunate and found themselves m 
posts, teaching subjects other than what 
they are certified to teach. When such a 
situation exists, the teacher is required to 
take six credit hours of instruction a year 
in the new subject. 


In the past, teacher disputing their 


alignments had recourse through the 
State Education Department, but now 
they have the support of their unions 
"who love" the Baer ruling and are 
fighting to keep it on the books. 


The court of appeals ruling out of the 


fact that schools had different tenure 
areas and because the State Board ot 
Regents and the State Education Depart- 
ment had not defined tenure. 


Pertinent to the anxiety that comes out 


of the ruling, Kingston school officials 


point to the need to excess more teachers 
than ever before due to a number of 
factors 


Decreasing school enrollment and shifts 


in school population play a large part in 
the dropping or reassigning of teachers. 


It was also pointed out that teachers are 


taking matermtyleaves later in life and 
are falling back on accumulated sick 
time. As a consequence, schools who 
might like to drop a teacher through 
attntio the maternity leave route, find 
those teachers claiming five or six weeks 
sick time and returning to work. 


Kingston has been trying to discourage 


new mothers from returning to work as 
teachers encouraging them to "stay 
home, you'll like it... take care of your 
kids " 


Turcotte said that Kingston is "going 


along" with the Baer decision because if 
it doesn't, "all the teachers will take us 
to court." He told of some neighboring 
districts who have assumed a "let them" 
posture, but he feels the only way to deal 
with the problem would be to get the law 
changed. 


Admittedlv a tough row to hoe, several 


of the PTO presidents pushed for a grass 
roots level campaign to move legislators 
to action in turn hoping to influence the 
judges. 


Mrs Virginia Houck, president of the 


Emma Wygant, PTO' urged her fellow 
presidents to "make a noise .. the law can 
be changed, it must be changed." 


Feeling that perhaps the judges had not 


been "plugged in" on certification of 
teachers, Turcotte suggested pressure on 
the judges themselves. 


Several of the women presidents dis- 


counted the influence of the state's 
parent-teacher organization, intimating 
that it has lost ground in the past 10 
years. 


Mrs. Houck urged everyone concerned 


to write and call their legislators to 
express their position on the new tenure 
law.

Vandals Strangle Pet Rabbits 


A victim 


KINGSTON—Rabbit owners on 


First Avenue witnessed the recurrence 
of a grisly spectacle Monday morning. 


Mrs. Anthony Fattarino of 170 First 


Avenue found her rabbit cage hacked 
apart and three of four rabbits belong- 
ing to her daughter Tammy evidently 
strangled. 


Last year in the early summer she 


found three rabbits decapitated and 
their ears had been cut off and placed 
on her doorstep. Last year, on their 
first visit, the perpetrators also left one 
rabbit which Mrs. Fattarino took to a 
neighbors for safekeeping for a week. 
Then she took it back and put it back 
out in the cage in their back yard. The 
very same night it was killed' indicat- 
ing that the vandals had been coming 
back every night.

He said the problem had 
been traced to broken pipes in the park- 
ing lot, and that shopping center owner 
Howard C. St. John will receive a notice 
to correct the violation by a specific date 
or face action. 


St. John had problems of a related 


nature last year. Dr. Bartholomew J. 
Dutto, County Health Department com- 
missioner, said he had called St. John in 
for a hearing, and told him to chlorinate 
the effluent in his sewage system, or face 
the closing down of the center's seven 
stores. Dr. Dutto said St. John corrected 
that problem, and that health depart- 
ment men have continued to check the 
chlorinator over the months since. 


The commissioner said that last year, 


too, a truck making a delivery to the 
supermarket in the center broke a line in 
the sewage pumping system, and created 
an overflow that brought complaints of 
odors. 


Dr Dutto said his department "rides 


close herd" on the shopping center for 


several reasons. He said it was the feeling 
of his department that the sewage pipes 
there were not originally placed at a 
proper depth under the pavement. The 
stores were also built on rather marshy 
ground requiring, which the health de- 
partment feels might have required more 
fill than was used. The area is backed by 
undulating stone ridges that create some 
drainage problems. 


Owners of stores in the center said the 


center's system is operated by a pump 
that carries waste matter into and tank 
that pumps it into the Sawkill Creek. But 
while they said it overflows once in 
awhile, they insisted there is never an 
odor when it is running properly. 


Joseph Forno, who operates a pharmacy 


in the complex, said he felt the overflow 
should be corrected so the backwash did 
not come up above the ground. But he 
said the only time an odor is noticeable 
is when the motor has been accidentally 
shut off. "We never thought of it as a 
septic problem," he said, " just a 
backwash that resulted from a dented 
pipe."

Here's a Sane Energy Option 


Dear Editor: 


A report has just been published 


summarizing the 
conference last 


spring in Ithaca under the auspices of 
the Peoples' Energy Coalition and the 
Labor Action Committee. Its purpose 
was to discuss the developing energy 
situation in New York State, and its 
theme, "Time to Choose", ha» at- 
tracted widespread attention here. 


A large and increasing percentage of 


the population is becoming angrily 
aware of shady utility practices, such 
as abuse of the so-called "automatic 
fuel cost pass-through" law; including 
federal taxes in the rate base which the 
utilities in fact never pay; and the 
discriminatory rate base which toaki 
the small consumer and rewards the 
large wasteful user of power. Inevitable 
growing costs are indicated by the 
continued 
inflationary spiral and 


above all, by the growing commitment 
to nuclear power. Full construction 
costs of the exorbitantly expensive 
nuclear power plants will soon be 
passed on to consumers when the 
Federal Power Commission give* the 
nod next fall in regard to the Sterling 
reactor on Lake Ontario, 


At the conference, repre»enUtive» of 


the seven municipally-owned power 
systems gave glowing account* of how 
advantageous it ii for a community to 


acquire and administer the power dis- 
tributing .system. Saving* of from 10 to 
90 per cent are reported, with the 
average about 40. For example, the 
town of Akron, slightly smaller than 
Woodstock, pays somewhat lets than 
one-third of what resident* of Woods- 
tock pay for the same amount of 
energy. There was expressed a growing 
conviction that energy, like water, 
should be treated as a public trust and 
distributed efficiently and not for prof- 
it. 


Steps should now be taken to have 


a preliminary feasibility study done so 
that the communities in Greene, Ul- 
ster and Dutches! counties, faced with 
the threat of totally unjustifuble, dan- 
gerous and unnecessary nuclear com- 
pletes at Cementon and Lloyd, can 
secure all the power they need, effi- 
ciently and at moat advantageous and 
stable rates, from the Power Authority 
of the State of New York's hydro 
plants at Niagara Falls and the St. 
Lawrence Seaway. 


Here is a sane option to meet energy 


needs, for immediate uae. Watch for 
legislation developed by Assemblyman 
Dan Haley.

What Makes Jimmy 


Jimmy Carter, meet the Consumer Product Safety Commission. 
Carter has campaigned from New York to California, from Ohio to 


Texas and he has avoided Washington like a plague. Indeed, he has 
campaigned against Washington and against Democrats who helped 
make Washington what it is today. And Carter apparently has won 
the Democratic presidential nomination and he may be the next 
president to preside over Washington. 


The paradox, it seems to me, has many answers. Watergate and 


Vietnam. Wayne Hays and Elizabeth Ray. Low morals and high taxes. 
The bottom line seems to say that nothing works in Washington and 
the Consumer Product Safety Commission is a perfect example of why 
nothing works. 


Washington is built on promises and the Consumer Product Safety 


Commission is one of those Washington promises that politicians have 
found irresistible. Congress created" CPSC in 1972 to make the world 
safe.for consumers. And at a cost to the taxpayers of only about $40 
million a year, which is dirt cheap as Washington bureaucracies go. 


We're all consumers and we all want to be safe. What more could 


the politicians possibly promise? But, alas, the world is full of risks 
that do not lend themselves to instant bureaucratic elimination. 
There's a certain risk of injury when you eat with a knife and fork. 
Or certainly when you drive an automobile. Or, more surely, when you 
smoke cigarettes. 


Where to start? Unfortunately, CPSC hasn't figured out what to do 


about knives and forks. There are other Washington bureaucracies to 
regulate auto safety. And CPSC by law cannot do anything about the 
risk of smoking. When Congress created CPSC, the tobacco industry 
made sure of that. 


Therefore, CPSC decided that, since it couldn't promise safer 


smoking, the least it could do would be to improve the safety of 
matches that smokers use to light up. That was two years ago. Now, 
after due deliberation, CPSC officially has proposed safety standards 
for paper matchbooks, CPSC proposes, among other things, that every 
matchbook have a latching cover which, to open, requires that you 
perform: 


Two or more simultaneous motions; two or more sequential motions 


(and) resistance to a specified minimal opening force. 


Now, unquestionably there is some risk in matches, as in all things. 


Kids play with matches. Adults drop matches on themselves. Among 
200 million Americans, 9,500 last year were treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for match burns. That's according to CPSC. 


But Americans consumed 22 billion matchbooks last year. To put 


latching covers on all of them will cost some $68 million. So, if 
Washington eliminated all risk, which is to say eliminated all 9,500 
injjuries, the cost would be $7,57 per injury;$68 million divided by 
9,500). Assuming that the world couldn't be made entirely safe from 
matches, the cost of eliminating only the serious injuries last year 
would be $240,000 per injury. 


Since the cost of a matchbook is less than a penny, making the world 


safe from matches obviously would be rather expensive. 


Matchbooks with advertising, one of the few things in life that still 


are free, might disappear. 


And consumers who care not to perform two simultaneous and two 


sequential motions to open a latch will buy more cheap, disposable, 
butane lighters—which seem to pose a greater peril to consumer safety 
than matches. 


The matchbook fiasco is but one Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission folly. CPSC is but one bureaucracy in the Washington 
alphabet soup. Promises, promises. 


Jimmy Carter has warned the Democratic Party against a 1976 


platform that is a wish box or a Christmas Tree, made of promises 
that are too unrealistic to be kept. 


Washington hasn't seen and doesn't understand Carter. But everyone 


else, from New York to California, from Ohio to Texas, apparently 
understands Carter.

WASHINGTON — The embattled Wayne Hays isn't the only 


Member of CongreM who is dedicated to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of women. 


Since the titillating tales of Elizabeth Ray hit the headlines, we have 


conducted our own bedroom survey on Capitol Hill. We discovered 
several women on the congressional payroll who provide both secretar- 
ial and sexual service. But most of these affairs are normal office 
romances between consenting adults. 


Some congressmen take their most shapely secretaries with them on 


junkets to faraway places with strange-sounding names. Rep. John 
Breaux, D-La., recently took off for Japan, for example, with a new 
secretary. We tracked them to Tokyo's Sninmayako Hotel; he was 
registered in Room 952, she in Room 954. Both vigorously denied any 
romance. 


A few legislators have used their congressional status to intimidate 


women into bedding down with them. In some instances, women who 
work on Capitol Hill have acquiesced rather than risk losing their 
livelihood. 


Women have complained to us that Rep. Bill Clay, D-Mo., for one, 


has accosted them at receptions and in bars. One voluptuous Virginia 
constituent provided us with detailed tapes of how she was seduced 
by her senator, Harry Byrd Jr., when she went to him for assistance. 
Both Clay and Byrd denied any improper advances. 


Many senators and congressmen have been flattered into believing 


that they are different from the rest of us, as if the process of election 
has somehow lifted them above other Americans and has made them 
less subject to reproach than the people who elect them. 


Members of Congress can also become insulated from the world 


around them. Whenever they wish, they can shut themselves behind 
thick oaken doors. Their staffs act as buffers between them and 
unwanted intrusions. 


Not only constituents but wives can be held off indefinitely with 


stories of high-level meetings that allegedly occupied the 
congressmen's days and delayed their returns home at nights. The 
rules and customs on Capitol Hill also prohibit one member from 
disparaging another in public. 


This permissive atmosphere is hospitable to hanky-panky. Women 


in the Elizabeth Ray mold — "groupies" who are attracted by political 
power — are easily available. The senior solons also have Capitol Hill 
hideaways convenient for romantic trysts. 


Speaker Carl Albert has the key, for example, to the late Speaker 


Sam Rayburn's old hideaway. It is furnished like a room from the past 
with antique furniture, including an apparent closet that is really a 
camouflaged ice box containing liquid refreshments. 


The old congressional curmudgeons used to come here for stimulation 


that might be lacking in a dull debate. As a young congressman, the 
late Lyndon B. Johnson used to pass out drinks to his seniors. And 
it was here that the late Harry Truman received notice to hurry to 
the White House, where he learned that he had succeeded Franklin 
D. Roosevelt as President. 


Inside sources say Albert sometimes has loaned the key to colleagues, 


who were more interested in romance than history. But after the 
Elizabeth Ray scandal broke, he hastily ordered a new lock installed 
on the door. 


For that matter, the Speaker himself has been seen squiring two 


lovely Oriental girls from his office around town. He showed up with 
his car to help one of them move to a new apartment. The Speaker 
assured us, however, that his interest in the girls was strictly fatherly. 


Probably the most serious of the sex stories we uncovered was the 


charge that the staid Sen. Harry Byrd had taken advantage of a pretty 
constituent. She told us that she had sought the senator's help in 
locating her husband, who had left her with two children and no 
support. 


She was desperate and emotional, she said, when she approached 


the senator. He spoke soothingly to her, took her hand and made sexual 
advances, she alleged. She did not resist, she said, because she felt 
there was no one else to turn to. 


Byrd promised to help her and subsequently invited her to his place 


at the fashionable Colonnade Apartments. The senator greeted her at 
the door in his pajamas, she said. Again he wanted sex from her in 
return for his offer to help with her problem, she alleged. After three 
more visits, she gave up hope of his assistance and stopped calling on 
him. People who know the woman, meanwhile, attested to her good 
character.

of winning when he seeks revenge against George Foreman tonight in 
a scheduled 12-round battle of former heavyweight champions at the 
Nassau Coliseum.

Those same people further contend that 


for his own well-being Joe Frazier should 
have retired from the ring following his 
courageous effort against Muhammad Ali 
in Manila last Sept. 30. 


After all, they reason, more than one 


fighter has suffered permanent mental 
and physical damage as a result of catch- 
ing too many punches to the head and 
there's no question that Frazier has taken 
more than his share of punishment. 


Besides which, they also emphasize 


that Frazier doesn't need to fight, that he 
can accrue a sizable chunk of money off 
the interest from his ring earnings to live 
comfortably the rest of his life. 


But, because he has too much pride, 


because he knows what it's like to be 
champion, and mostly because he'd like 
to erase from memory his embarrassing 
showing against Foreman 3''2 years ago, 
Frazier will throw his battle-scarred body 
into yet another war tonight to try to 
prove the experts wrong. 


"1 see a lot of guys walking on their 


heels, and they're not fighters, either," 
says the 32-year-old Frazier. "God knows, 
I've seen guys can't talk, can't walk and 
they ain't never had a fight in their life. 


"If I lose, me and the boss (Eddie 


Futch) will sit down and discuss what 
direction we'll go in. It all depends on how 
the fight goes." 


How the fight goes all depends 'on 


Frazier's ability to keep his head clear 
and carry out Futch's strategy, which is 
to be patient, stay away from Foreman in 
the early rounds, take an occasional step 
backwards and, above all, try not to 
revert to exchanging blows the first time 


Foreman tags him. 


"I don't know how George plans on 


winning this fight early unless he starts 
wrestling with me," said Frazier. who will 
be giving away five years, five inches in 
reach and nearly 10 pounds to Foreman. 
"I don't think he can hit me with the 
same stuff as the first time. 


"I'm not planning on being tagged. 


There's no way I think George can whip 
me the way we've been working the last 
few weeks. I feel strong. I run three to four 
miles a day. I feel I'm back to when I was 
24 or 25 years old again. 


"I'm gonna do what I can. I'm gonna 


move, jab and use the right hand. I don't 
know if he's thinking it's gonna be a rerun 
but it's not." 


Foreman, 41-1-0 with 38 knockouts, 


agrees with Frazier on that point. 


"I don't think it's gonna be the same," 


said Foreman, established as the 8-5 
favorite. "I think it's gonna be a little 
more damaging this time. My tactic this 
time is to throw a lot of punches. The 
fight can go for one to 12 rounds and I'm 
prepared to go the distance. 


"If the opportunity presents itself, I'll 


go for the knockout. I'll be trying to create 
that opportunity throughout the fight." 


Both fighters have been guaranteed $1 


million for the fight, which will be tele-, 
vised live only on closed circuit.

Association came into existence nine 
years ago, the older National Basketball 
Association 
is listening seriously 
to 


merger talk. 


The NBA Board of Governors, holding 


its annual meeting at this Cgpe Cod 
resort, was to begin discussions today 
with representatives of four ABA clubs 
and ABA commissioner Dave De- 
Busschere. 


The NBA owners unanimously voted 


down a merger at meetings during the 
January All-Star break, but a suit by the 
ABA and a prod from a federal judge has 
prompted a rethinking by officials of the 
senior league. 


"At the suggestion of Judge Robert 


Carter (of the U.S. Southern New York 
District Court, who is handling the ABA's 
suit against the NBA) we have been urged 
to get together and see what we can come 
up with," said NBA Commissioner Law- 
rence O'Brien. "It is an economic dis- 
cussion and I will bring our people up to 
date on the latest proposal." 


Boston Celtics owner Irving Levin, sub- 


stituting for Red Auerbach, who is tour- 
ing Japan with NBA players, agreed the 
team managements were-more interested 
in merger talk now than previously. "A 
majority of the NBA owners are open- 
minded about a merger and are at least 


willing to consider it in a financial dis- 
cussion," said Levin. 


Representing the ABA were Roy Boe of 


the New York Nets, Angelo Drossos of 
San Antonio, Carl Scheer of Denver and 
Bill Eason of Indiana. These are the four 
clubs most likely to be accepted into the 
NBA. 


Chief among the other matters of dis- 


cussion was shifting of the 
Braves 


franchise from Buffalo to Hollywood, Fla. 


Also on the docket was the permanent 


use of a third official (to be called an 
umpire) in regular season and playoff 
games. Players and coaches liked the idea 
last year when it was tried in preseason 
games. 


O'Brien released the television ratings 


and attendance figures for the past sea- 
son, both record highs. Television ratings 
were in the 9-12 range and the sixth game 
between Boston and Phoenix registered 
13.1 on the rating scale. 


"And in attendance, we passed the 


magic eight-million mark," said the first- 
year commissioner, announcing 8,493,763 
fans attended NBA games in 1975-76. 


"We're looking forward to an even 


better year in '77," said O'Brien. 


The meetings at the Cape Cod resort 


town run through Thursday. The only 
meetings Monday involved coaches, gen- 
eral managers, marketing directors and 
physicians.

and the team because of the proposed 
sale. 


Snyder announced Monday he had giv- 


en Irving Cowan, president 
of the 


Diplomat Hotel, "an option to purchase 
100 per cent of the stock of the Braves." 
He said the team already had "agreed on 
the general terms of a lease to play games 
in the Hollywood Sportatorium starting 
with the 1976-77 season." 


Shortly after Snyder's announcement, 


the city's top legal officer announced 
Buffalo was considering legal action to 
"remedy the situation." 


Corporation Counsel Leslie G. Foschio 


said the city was considering a suit 
against the Braves for money damages on 
the grounds the city had relied, to its 
detriment, on a new lease for city-owned 
Memorial Auditorium. The team played 
its home games at the Auditorium last 
season without a lease. 


Foschio said the city also was consider- 


ing a possible anti-trust action against 
the NBA. 


Snyder said he was selling the team for 


financial and personal reasons. 


Snyder said he had lost S3 million as 


the team broke even one season and lost 
money during the other five seasons since 
he bought the Braves from a New York 
City investment group for §4 million. He 
would not reveal what Cowan was to pay 
for the team, but the Braves' value has 
been estimated at $8-9 million. 


Snyder had threatened to sell the team 


unless 5,000 season tickets were sold in 
Buffalo. Subsequent drives by civic 
groups fell some 2,000 short of that figure 
and Snyder said he didn't think the city 
could support three professional teams. 


He said NBA officials were aware of his 


financial problems and that the Braves 
were 12th in dollar volume in the 18-team 
league last season. 


Snyder said the Braves averaged 10,212 


fans per home game during the recent 
Saints spokesman Larry Liddell said nga£t seeam_ But he 8a;d that figure 


was padded by as many as 4,000 "low 
price" tickets sold for $1-2 each in area 


"Joe Gilliam is one of the finest young 


quarterbacks in the NFL. He helped 
contribute to two Super Bowl cham- 
pionships, and just two years ago (when 
Stram was coaching the Kansas City 
Chiefs) we offered a No. 1 draft choice 
and another player for him." 


Gilliam took over as starting quarter- 


back for Pittsburgh midway in the 1974 
season when Terry Bradshaw and Terry 
Hanratty 
were injured. He led the 


Steelers to several wins, but Bradshaw 
regained his starting slot before the sea- 
son ended. 


Gilliam was a'important addition because 
training camp starts in two weeks with 
No. 1 quarterback Archie Manning still 
recovering hijm shoulder surgery. 
"In the last four years, we have never 


taken in as much from ticket sales as we 
paid for player salaries," he said. 


Even so, Snyder said he wouldn't have 


sold the team if it hadn't been for person- 
al reasons. 


"Money meant nothing to me," he said. 


"I can afford to live with or without the 
team. I was more affected by problems 
with the media than with money." 


He said his "personal life was confused 


with the Buffalo Braves" by the press and 
"family reasons were overriding financial 
consideration*." 


"1 don't want to be in sporu," Snyder 


said. "I guess my personality is not good 
for sports and the other way around. 
Regardless of how mam tickets thev had, 
I wouldn't have still owned the team. 


"I've talked to several members of the 


Board of Governors and think they will 
approve the sale " 


He said Cowan would keep Braves head 


coach Tales Locke and general manager 
Bob MacKinnon in their posts and would 
offer jobs to some other Braves' employes. 
Other team employes will be offered jobs 
in Snyder-ovvned private business. 


Snyder said 
the

SAUGERTIES-With both 


of its surplus old school build- 
ings f i n a l l y sold, the 
Saugerties board of education 
plans to use the $28,000 pro- 
ceeds to build a new bus ga- 
rage.

All 
indications to date point to a more streamlined 
operation which has to result in better hospital care 
for our patients. 


One of my long held hopes became reality when full 


accreditation to operat a 21 bed psychiatric in-patient 
unit was granted by the New York State Health 
Department's Commissioner of Mental Hygiene. This 
department under the direction of Dr. George Joseph, 
is the only mental health in-patient facility of its kind 
in the county. 


To strengthen our Emergency Room operation, Dr. 


John Cooke became head of that department and 
already, major improvements have been implemented 
that benefit our patient load. 


I can't say enough for the 
indispensible help 


provided by our Auxiliary and volunteers. They're 
always there when needed and I can't imagine the 
Benedictine functioning without them. Their individ- 
ual reports can be found on the ensuing pages of this 
supplement. 


In keeping with the Bicentennial Year, we have 


included in this report some early photographs of 
Benedictine Hospital, since 1976 also marks our 75th 
year of service to the community. For those of you 
who remember our hospital in those early years, you 
might just find them interesting and nostalgic. 


So, on behalf of the entire Benedictine family, I 


thank you for the wonderful support you have shown 
us over the years. With that support and God's help 
— I'm confident we will continue to provide health 
care for those who are in need.

THE 


CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD 


Much like 1974, the year 1975 in retrospect 


was a period characterized by frustration, con- 
cern, considerable effort and activity balanced 
by a healthy measure of cautious optimism. 
However, through the efforts of the Board, the 
Benedictine Sisters, the Medical Staff, our 
hospital personnel and the dedication of the 
Kingston community significant progress was 
disccrnable. 


Our expansion program, though scheduled for 


groundbreaking in mid-1975, is just now emer- 
ging from the mountainous tangle of local, state 
and federal approvals, and barring anything 
unforeseen, should be "in the ground" by mid- 
summer 1976. 


Financing of our expansion program, al- 


though it remains substantially as reported in 
my 1974 message, did change somewhat for the 
better: We learned in December the Hill-Burton 
interest subsidy portion of our financing pack- 
age would be increased by slightly more than SI 
million bringing the total Hill-Burton commit- 
ment to more than $7 million. These funds, 
together with more than $2 million raised as a 
result of the Kingston community's overwhelm- 
ing and generous support of the Benedictine 
Diamond Jubilee Fund Drive, leave a balance of 
approximately $2 million which we' hope to 
si-cure through an FHA insured mortgage. Ef- 
forts to gain approval for the FHA loan from 
thr Department of Health, Education and Wei- 
fan- have been difficult to say the least and their 
lack of success has contributed substantially to 
di-l;r'ing the project. 


1975 saw the establishment of new services 


and professional positions and the development 
of others. Our radiology department's nuclear 
medicine capability was significantly strength- 
ened and broadened by the addition 
of an 


Anger Camera. Also during 1975 our In-patient 
Psychiatric Unit received 
full operating ap- 


proval from the New York State Health De- 
partment and Dr. John A. Cooke became the 
first full-time Chairman of the Department of 
Emergency Medicine. These are all significant 
achievements, indeed. 


Certainly, there is little doubt in my mind 


that any organization's success is the result of a 
miriad of individual and group efforts directed 
toward a common goal. In this particular re- 
spect the Benedictine Hospital is truly blessed. 
As Chairman of the Board of Directors, and on 
behalf of the Board, I would like to extend my 
gratitude to our hospital employees and medical- 
di-tital staff for their untiring efforts and dedi- 
cation; to our Advisory Board, Auxiliary and 
Volunteers who assist our Board and perform so 
unselfishly on behalf of the hospital; and to all 
who worked so diligently and faithfully within 
or for the Hospital's Diamond Jubilee Cam- 
paign.

percentage variation in our 


professional services activities are simi- 
lar to those appearing in most hospitals 
on a national basis. Some of these 
statistics lead to the conclusion that 
the Benedictine Hospital continues to 
increase its services to the community. 
The number of hospital days in 1975 
for the most part have remained the 
same as 1974, where as on a national 
basis hospital days have decreased. The 
average hospital stay has decreased 
though to a slight extent, but I feel 
confident that this would show more 
of an improvement if our long-term 
hospital stays did not have to wait for 
nursing home beds which are inade- 
quate in number in our county. The 
increase 
in surgical 
specimens 
ex- 


amined and the increased V-D Clinic 
visits also show increased service to the 


community. 
The 
increase in 
the 


number of tests performed by many- 
services which are primarily diagnostic 
services, e.g. xray examinations, labora- 
tory exams, isotope studies. EKG's and 
electroencephalograms despite the 
same number of hospital days leads to 
the conclusion that either the quality 
of care is improving, or that because of 
the malpractice crisis, the practice of 
medicine is becoming more defensive. 
I expect that both of these arc factors 
in the increasing number of diagnostic 
procedures. The 
only surprising 


statistics is the marked decrease in both 
inpatient and outpatient physical ther- 
apy treatments for which I have no 
explanation.
